There were a number of
petitions circulated in the City llall
Saturday, he said, and that was the
tirst time he had known of the move¬
ment. lie declared it seemed to be a

general movement, ind he understood
that similar papers were being pre¬
sented to voters in all sections of the
city.

obtained from Mr. Mitchell, lie would
neither deny nor confirm tlie report
that he had circulated one of the

formation," and became slightly indig¬
nant during the course of the inter¬
view.

Mitchell did circulate a petition, and
that he obtained a number of signa¬
tures to his paper.

When the attention of Mr. tJompern

himself was called to the reports o2
pacifist opposition he said:

"I know nothing about it. If it is
so, it means the Kaiser's agents are
at work. Let them go ahead, it will
do them no good."
That the convention would be asked

by the executive council to indorse the
stand taken by the American Alliance
for Labor and Democracy, was a re¬

port discussed in this connection among
the delegates. It was said that it
probably would be on this resolution, if
submitted, that pacifist and .Socialist
opposition would appear.
The building trades section of the

federation lias adopt* d a resolution is.
quiring that citizens of foreign coun¬
tries who have not declared their in¬
tention to become citizens of the
United States or Canada, be barred
from union membership. The object of
the resolution was said to he to dis¬
courage attempts of agitators from for¬
eign countries to become aflUiated
with the American Federation of
Labor.
Another question discussed by the

delegates to-night, and which it was
predicted would be taken up by the
convention, was that of having repre¬
sentation ot labnr upon more of the
government departments which now
administer the various industries, just
as the mine workers arc represented
on the fuel administration.

Milling standards, now rci|uiring

manufacture of about per cent of
the wheat grain Into flour, have beer
found most efficient. from considera¬
tions of health an! keeping qualities,
and probably will not be changed.

Reports reaching Mr. Hoover Indi¬
cate that since September l. from 12
to it per cent of the flour supply has
been saved by household economy pro¬
moted by the food administration. The
bak.rs' voluntary rule against accept¬
ing returns of stale bread is estimated
to have saved 000,000 barrels of Hour.

Mr. Hoover announced his program
to-day after an intensive study of the
baking industry and the flour, sugar
and lard situation, with the aid of the
Federal Trade <'ommission.

Finding that 10 per cent of the na¬
tion's bread is produced in bakeries, as

against f»<> per cent in the homes, he
determined on the following procedure:

Reduction in the costs of public*
baking and distribution, in waste of
flour an.I m use ot sugar and lard.
By setting tho maximum limits on
uses of principal ingredients and
stabilizing the price, of Pour. Mr.
Hoover hopes t.. eliminate, tin present
variable cost units in breadmaking.

The food administration has no

power to fix prices, but Mr. Hoover
hopes to work conditions around to a
point where a pound loaf of bread
may he bought generally at 7 cents
or near it. Small bakers and grocers
doing little delivery will be able to
sell at that pricc, he believes, but
bigger shops canr.ot sell at 7 cent*
unless they cut out deliveries and
otherwise reduce expenses radically,
t rcdu dealers must also obtain more
than , cer ts. he believes.

Mr. Hoover is confident prices will
come down, but ho feeh that an even
greater good will redound in the form
«>f tremendous savings in bread ma¬
terials. Uakers will not be permitted
l.. accept returned bread, grocers be¬
ing required to sell all they take from
tbe r.tops. ? I*is will do away with
waste in I ho form of stale bread, and
is expected to save f.00,000 barrels of
flour annually.
Reduction of the sugar used in bread

to a maximum of three, pounds per
